their children at least of.tbe burdens of 
existence and given them the opportuni- 
ty to live an easy life. There are changes 
in business and social conditions. !Now 
the heads of big firms know nothine of 
the details of theli- business but slmi ly 
draw their dividends, others i doing tbe 
woik. Their responsibility Is thrown off. 
We also flnd In our cities hundreds of in- 
ttlllgent men who throw off entlnly 
their political responsibility, to the loss 
•of the city and the nation.

; We are •uflerinc politically and social- 
ly from this lack of sense of responsi- 
bility In such matters. 


Th« result of throwing off respouslb! II- 


ty and the enjoyment of the ease of 
wealth does not brine happiness. ID 
allows Itself In pessimism and antagon- 
ism.

It Is not intelli- 
gence or thoughtfulness that make them 
ask ihe question. It U a disease. What 
shall we do to solve the problems and 
relieve these conditions?

war which eotne advocate on account of 
its revivifying influence in making a 
haidy manhood again.
